FINANCE. 
REACHING vies | WITHOUT CON- 
RACTION. 


To the Gditor of The Chicago Tribune : 
Cotzinsvitie, III., Sept. 28.—Tasz Tarsune 
has done great service in the Northwest latterly 
in aiding to consolidate Republican sentiment in 
favor of specie-payment. Within the last year, 
there is no doubt that the sentiment of the 
dominant party has drifted rapidly towards a 
sound financial policy; while itis just as evi- 
dent that a majority of the Democratic senti- 


ment of the South and West has settled in the 
direction of rag-money and inflation. But. uch 


notwithstanding the genera! soundness of Tus 
Tripone's teachings upon the question of the 
finances, it seems of late to have taken a some- 
what advanced position, and now suggests con- 
traction of our greenbacks as the best method 
to cause their appreciation to goid or specie-par ; 
and it backs this theory up by able reasoning. 
But, while the Republican party has become 
almost a unit as opposed to the inflation 
of our legal-tender paper-money, it is more 
than probable thata great element would bit- 
terly oppose any contraction of the volume of 
greenbacks, beyond that elight contraction which 
the operations of tne fivancial compromise 
measures of last Congress may bring about. 

A prevalent mistake is in the presumption 
that there is now more money in the country 
than ite business requires. This results from 
the fact that oar great commercial ceutres are 
flooded with money; and this results, in turn, 
from the fact that since the panic business gen- 
erally has been suspeaded, and there is too 
much money, because there is too little buginess. 
This whole matter is very happily explained in the 
financial co.umos of IAA Taisone of the lita 
inst. 

Can the Government not bring its money to 
gold-par without contracting the volume of its 
currency ? There are two other methods quite 
as rational as this: One is for it to pay interest, 
3 or 4 per cent annum in gold, upon its 
greenback indebtedness. This could be easily 
arranged and very conveniently accomplished, 
aud there is nothing unfair in this proposition. 
The Government has now had several hundred 
millions of our property for a long term of years. 
Ten or twelve years ago we sold it our wheat, 
horses, cattie, gold, silver, iron, ete.. and took 
its promissory notes as evidences of its debt 
to us; and now we want the Governmeut to pay 
us up these notes, or to allow a small interest on 
them. 

Tne other method is: If Uncle Samuel is not 
williog to allow us a small interest on our prop- 
erty, after keeping it a dozen or more years for 
nothing, then let him chisel round and hunt us 
up the cash. The Government could negotiate 
aloanin foreign markets of $150,000,000 in 
gold, at 5 per cent; and this, with the $200,000, - 
000 of goid and silver now in the country, would 
enable it to maintain specie-payment. Bus the 
first mothod (the 3 or 4 per cemt gold bonds) is 
preferable, though either method is practicable. 

Let us suppose the Government should adopt 
the first method to bring its paper to gold-par, 
and see what the result would be. If it convert 
its legal-tender money—say $350,000,000—into a 
4-per-cent gold-intereat veariog debt, in small 
bonds, then the Government will have increased 
its annual gold debt $14,000,000 ; but, at the end 
of the first year, perhaps these $350,000,000, in 
the hands of the peopl, will have appreciaced 14 
cents on the dollar, or $49,000,009 on the whole; 
besides, the interest waoich the Governmant paid 
on this debt would go into the hands of our own 
people, and not into the hands of foreign- 
ers. If itis argued that these small intereat- 
bearing bonds would be hoarded and locked-up, 
like our interest and compound-interest-beariug 
paper was during the War, the objection may be 
answered by the statement that, in this case, all 
our Government money would bear interest, and, 
in the other ease, only a part was iuterest- bear- 
ing. The necessities of trade wonid 
keep this latter money in circulation, be- 
cause it would all be uniform in 
vaiua. Of course, in time, this plan, if adopted, 
would disturb the relation between the Govern- 
ment money and that of the National Banks; 
but this could be obviated by proper legislation. 

Some such method as this would bring our 
Government paper to par much sooner than 
many suppose. Indeed, there are causes operat- 
ing which will aid in this result, and which, 
strangely enough, noarly every newspaper-writer 
on finance forgets or ignores. We have a gold- 
and-silver producing coantry. During the last 
year, our mines Fielded of these metals $74,000,- 
000; so that the sum of the product of our 
mines, with our import of coin and bullion, 
largely exceeds our export of these metals. In 
ist, there was of specie in the county, 8128. 
000,000 : now, by the best date attainable, there 
is something over $200,000,000. In a short term 
ot years, our mines will produce a greater 
amount of specie than our greenbacks now 
represent. L. 


THE 3.65 BONDS. 
To the Aditor of The Chicaao Tribune : 

Cuicaao, Sept. 28.—After reading with inter- 
est your able discuesion of Kelley's 3.65 bond 
scheme, I am convinced that it would be of pecu- 
niary advantage to the nation. After illustrat- 
ing how the $700,000,000 greenbacks would go 
the roands, gradually converting our gold-debt 
into an irredeemable. 3.65 bond-debt at an in- 
creased price in greenbacks every time the $700,- 
000,000 was turned over, you sum up by saying: 

We would have changed $1,000,000,000 of 6 per cents 
and 800,000, 000 of 5 per cents into $2,500,000,000 of 
3.65 per cents, The present interest of the 6 and 5 per 
cent bonds aggregates $86,000,000 a year; the interest 
on the 3,65 bonds necessary to replace them through 
purchase by greanbacks will be at the least $91,250,0u0 
a year. The resuwit will be that we will increase the 


annual interest $6,250,000, and add a tous, mitiions 
of dollars to the princi of the bonded debt ! 


Very true! but the $85,000,000 interest is paya- 
ble in gold, while the $91,250,000 interest would 
be payable in greembacks, which, by that time 
would not be worth over 25 cents on the dollar, 
so that it could be met with $22,812,500 in gold, 
which would be a positive saving to the Govern- 
ment of $62,187,500 a year in gold. The same 
argument (7) of course applies to the principal, 
it it is deemed desirable to buy it in at a discount 
of 75 per cent ; but a better way suggests itself. 
This debt has been incurred in preserving the 
country, which will be transmitted to those who 
come after us, with its blackest stain washed 
out, and as one glorious aud united whole. But 
what has — done for us? By all means, 
leave the principal of the debt to be paid by pos- 
terity. 

Mr. Kelley's plan would make money plenty. 
Trade would be brisk and speculation rife. Cred- 
itors, such as, in driving by, I see gathered 
round my office-door, would have something else 
in their pockets than the handkerchiefs with 
which they now wipe their eyes as they taro 
mournfully away. But again, a better plan than 
Mr. Kelley's suggests itself. It would save an 
immense amount of and printing to the 
Government, and wuld be just as beneficial to 
the people. The pian is sinmrply to enact a law 
that, on and after Jan. 1, 1876, every greeoback 
shall pass at twice its face value. That would 
meet all the wants of trade, move the crops, and 
prices would boom at once. It would suit me. I 
own considerable real estate, and it is mortgaged 
for just about what itis worth. If my plan were 
adopted, I think I could sell half of it so as to 
clear off the mortgages on the whole. A great 
many other Chicagoans could do the same tung. 
Creditors would be paid (7), and everybody 
would be bappy. Sam W. A. Kerr. 

[Nors.—If greenbacks should be worth only 25 
cents on the dollar by the time interest was to 
be paid op Kelley's 3.65 bonds, then, instead of 
adding only $1,000,000,000 tothe debt of the 
country by the exchange of 3.658 for 5 and 6 
per cent gold bonds, it would be necessary to 
add between $2,000,000,000 and $3,000,000,000 to 
the national debt, or more than double it, as the 
gold bonds would rise in proportion to the de- 
preciation of greenbacks.

RESUMPTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Carcaao, Oct. 1.—With a large class of the 
busmess public, the question how the Govern- 
ment can resume specie-paymenis is involved in 
great obscurity, and seems fraught with dire 
disaster to the commercial interests of the coun- 
try. We have no plan for which we claim any 
specific assurance of success, but beg leave to 
make the following suggestions: 

As to the bonds of the United States, no 
legislation is needed. They are now above par 
in gold, the 5 per cents. ranging from 1 to 2 
cents. above coin. That is, the bondholders’ 
Government indebtedness is from 17 to 23 cents 
more valuable than greenbacks, which are ths 
claims upon the Government in the hands of the 
people. Now, the problem is, to make the in- 
de ness in the hands of the people of equal 
value with that in the hands of the bondholders. 

Suppose Congress next winter should pass an 
amendment to the law for the resumption of 
specie-payments in 1879, providing that green- 
backs, when once received into the Treasury, 
should be canceled. Second, that they would be 


108, 106, 104, 102, lowering the price 2 cents every 
six months thereafter; and at par Jan. 1, 1879. 
The banks, if greenbacks shou!d become scarce, 
would, by the law as it now stands, be re- 
quired to redeem in coie, and thus specie-pay- 
ments would be reached, and nobody would feel 
it. Nay, more, I believe business would be bet- 
ter, and money would be more plenty, immedi- 
ately after the adoption of such a law. The 
capital of the world would then be piaced at our 
disposal. 

Only a few weeks ago, a representative of a 
London mstitution was here, with $300,000 
gold to loan at 77 per cent on mortgages, with 
no commissions, —interest and principal payable 
in coin. He got no offers, and, being unwilling 
to convert it into currency, was obliged to return 
without making any investments. 

Why is it that even a 5-per-cent gold bond is 
worth a premium in gold, anda greenback is 
worth only 85 to 86 cents on the dollar? Simply 
because, in the one case, the promise to pay is 
made and kept; and, ia the other, it is not. Look at 
a greeoback. it reads, The United States will 
pay ten dollars.” It don't say that the bill is 
len dollars. Thatis an abeurdity that even an 
iuflationist, or, better, a delusionist, does not at- 
tempt to palm off on an intelligent people. Let 
atime when the Government will pay them in 
coin, or gold-bearing bonds, be fixed, and, my 
word for it, sabstantial coofidence and prveper- 
ity would pervade the entire business and com- 
mercial interests of the couatry. B.

_ FAMILIAR TALK, 


THE ROMAN CATACOMBS. 

The Catacombs of Rome extend their laby- 
rinth of angied galleries through all the seven 
hilis of the city, and stretch for miles away from 
the Tiber under the Campagua. They literally 
honeycomb the soft volcarric rocks, tufa, and 
pozzolano, which underlie the soil of Rome and 
ite vicinity. The tufa hardens on ¢~ posure, but

was quarried; and thus it is supposed the Cata- 
combs originated. As long as Rome retained 
her prosperity, and added to the number of her 
temples and palaces, new quarries were opened and 
the extent of the Catacombs was enlarged; but, 
when the Empire declined, the necessity of re- 
sorting to them ceased, —the decaying edifices in 
the city furnishing ample material for all new 
structures. 


Aster the quarries fell into disuse, they became 
the haunts of robbers and outlaws, and the 
burial-places of slaves and plebeiaus. The Ro- 
mans disposed of their dead by cremation ; but 
the carcases of those who were too poor to pro- 
vide the means for a funeral-pile and the costly 
attending ceremonies, were emptied from the 
dead-carts upon unoccupied ground just without 
the city, or were thrown into the 1ecesses of the 
Catacombs. Horace says of the cavern under 
the Esquiline Hill: “This was the common 
sepulchre of the miserable plebeian.” During 
the first three or four centuries, the Catacombs 
afforded shelter to the Christians who fled from 
the cruel persecutions of the Roman Emperors. 
They cut new chambers and more intricate cor- 
ridors, one below another, for the accommoda- 
tion and security of the throngs who cheerfully 
left home and the sweet light of day that they 
might have liberty to practice the rites of the 
new faith they had adopted. 

Living springs supphed water to these subter- 
ranean babitations, and, illuminated by artilicial 
light, they were not very much more comfortless 
than the dens above ground that served as homes 
for the poorer classes. The dwellings of Roman 

atricians were destitute of bedrooms providing 
or seclusion during the hours given to sleep aud 
to the performance of the toilette, and the 
houses of the lower orders herded their inmates 
together in quarters scarcely better than those 
vccupied by e. The early Christians were 
mostiy poor, and accustomed to the privations 
and hardships of a lowly lot in Imperial Rome ; 
hence the sacrifice entailed by a life in the Cata 
combs was not so great as might be supposed. 
When these devout followers of Christ lost their 
beloved ones by martyrdom, or by death from 
natural causes, they were animated by « new de- 
sire to preserve the sacred remains in hope of 
the promised resurrection. They therefore pre- 
pared graves for their dead in the walls of the 
Catacombs. 

Tier above tier of these crypts lined the galle- 
ries and es for many miles. It has been 
estimated that 6,000, 000 of bodies were thus en- 
tombed. The graves were simple beds cut in 
the wall, and closed with stones, and were usual 
ly finished with a tile or slab bearing the name 
and faith of the sleeper laid within. It was in 
ths adornment of these Graves that Christian art 
found its first expression. The earliest decora- 
tions consist simply of a monogram or type sym- 
bolical of the Christian Church. The monogram 
was com of the letters D. M. (Deo Maxi- 
ma), or H. P., the initial letters of the Greek 
name of Christ. A little later the Greek cross 
appears, and then the pictorial acrostic of the 
fish, and afverwards the figure of a ship; and 
the dove with an olive-branch, and diagrams of 
Daniel in the lions’ den, and Jonah swallowed 
and disgorged by the whale. Among the 
earliest pictures is that of a lamb, or 
of a cross standing on a mound whence 
issue four streams of water; and rude figures 
of Christ as Orpheus, or as tbe Good Shepherd, 
and always young and beautiful. Evidently no 
converts from the host of painters and sculptors 
inhabiting Rome jomed tbe holy society in the 
Catacombs, for the designs on all the tombs of 
the first centuries are of the crudest description. 

There is no date upon the earliest graves, and 
the only clew to their age is found in the name 
of the contemporary Consul, which is occasional- 
ly given. The oldest yet discovered belong to 
the year 98 and 102. But the errors of grammar 
and spelling, and the rude stvle of the embel- 
lishments, indicate thowe that belong to the first 
centuries, and give evidence that the Christians 
who peopled the Catacombs were mainly drawn 
from the uneducated classes. When Constau- 
tine embraced Christianity, in the fourth 
century, he gave the Catacombs to the 
Christians as church-property, and for 
two centuries or more they continued 
to bury their dead in this place, hallowed to them 
by the graves of so many martyrs and saints. 
Many persons of the highest distinction sought 
burial here. Among them were the Popes Leo 
I., Gregory the Great, Gregory II. and III., and 
Leo IX., and the Emperors Honorius, Valentin- 
ian, and Otho LI. uring this period, a good 
deal of effort was expended ip enlarging and 
adorning these underground cemeteries, aud 
Christians from far and near visited them, some- 
times celebrating the holy rites of their Church 
in the hittie chapels used by the early saints. 

When the Lombards besieged Rome., in the 
eighth centnry, many of the Catacombs were de- 
stroyed ; and subsequently the remains of acon- 
siderable number of the martyrs aod saints were 
removed and buried in churches. During the 
eenturies following the overthrow of the 
Western Empire, the Catacombs again 
became the resort of the vilest and 
most degraded of the inhabitants of Rome. 
When, at last. the growing power of the Popes 
enabled them to clear the cemeteries of robbers, 
asbaesios, and villains of ever) dye, the entrance 
to many of them was closed. 

In 1535 a new. interest was awakened in the 
Catacombs, and many of the corridors were 
closed and lighted with lamps. Fatber Bosio, 
a Catholic priest, fired with devout enthusiasm, 
spent thirty years exploring and clearing passages, 
and copying inscriptions, paintings, aud relics, 
focnd in recesses that had not beev penetrated in 
centuries. His work was paraileled by Father 
Boldetti, who also spent above thirty years grop- 
ing and digging fcr new discoveries in the Cata- 
combs. Other diligent explorers in the same 
field aro Seroux d'Agincourt, who spent fifty 
years studying the relics found in the crypts, 
and M. Perret, whose important works on the 
Catacombs have been recently publisned by the 
French Government. 

In the graves of the early Christians many 
Uttle articles wers deposited, a, lamps, 
vials and vases; and, in the graves of little 
children, dolls and marionettes. The most in- 
teresting objects are the smal! glass plates, em- 
bellished with pictures in gold. These are sin- 

le portraits or groups representing the Holy 

‘amily, or Peter and Paul attired in the Roman 
dress. 

At irregular intervals, the galleries of the Cat- 
acombs, which are generally 3 or 4 feet wide and 
7 or 8 feet high, expand into wide apartments, 
that were probably constructed as places for 
worship. These little subterranean chapels 
were the first churches built for Christian ser- 
vice. On the eastern side of the chapels, the 
flat lid of an arched tomb was used as a table or 
altar, while a barrier in front divided the room 
in two parts, answering to chancel and nave. 
Some of these chapels were double,—one being 
exclusively used by the men, and the other by 
the women. This declaration of the inferiority 
of women was long afterwards maintained im 
the Basilicas, where women were restricted to 
the ieft side of the hall or nave of the building. 


HOOFS OF NAPOLEON’S WAR-HORSES. 

A couple of hoofs of two favorite chargers of 
the great Napoleon have been preserved as in- 
teresting relics of the animals and of their 
owner. Each has been polished, shod with sil- 
ver, and handsomely mounted as a suuff- box. 
The one is in possession of the Household Bri- 
gade in London, and bears on its gold lid the 
following inscription; ‘‘ Hoof of Marengo, Rare 
Charger of Napoleon, Ridden by Him at Marengo, 
Austerlitz, Zena, Wagram, in the Campaign of 
Russia, and Lastly at Waterloo.” On the inside 
of the lid it is written that the hoof was Pre- 
sented 8th April, by H. W. Argenstein, Capo. 
Grenr. Guards, and Lt. Colonel to his Brother 
Officers of the Household Brigade.” Round the 
margin of the shoe is the following: Marengo 
was wounded in the near hip at Waterloo when 
his great master was on him, in the hollow road 
in advance of the French position. He had been 
frequently wounded before in other battles.” 

Mr. Buckland, who recounts these facts, ex- 
tends the history of Marengo by a quotation 
from Mr. William Hunting: Col. Bridges told 
me that the skeleton and other hoofs were to be 
fouod at the United Service Institution. I 
found the skeleton and two more hoofs, a fore 
and bind one, both of left feet. Probably, 
therefore, an off fore-foot is still in the pos-

SPARKS OF SCIENCE, 


PLANTS AT THE EXPOSITION. 

The display of plants af the Exposition is, as 
a whole, quite imposing, “and betokens on the 
part of the florioulturists of the city a commend- 
able degree of enterprise. When we take into 
consideration the fact that the delicate off- 
spring of the hot-bouse are almost sure to suf- 
fer injury from the change of climate and con- 
ditions they undergo in @ sojourn in a transient 
conservatory, and more particularly from 
the absence of the daily tender and vigilant 
care of their accustomed guardiaos, we must ac- 
knowledge that the gardener who consents to 
subject his treasures tO such risks deserves much 
credit for his public spirit, Just those plants 
that are the especial pride and joy of the florist’s 
heart, and lia ve cost him the most pains in rearing, 
are the oneg that are most coveted for an exhi- 
bition; and who but a flarist can tell how sad it is 
to see these pets droop when away from home 
for lack of water at the right moment and in the 
right quantity, or from variable temperature, or 
from the noxious air of crowded rooms ? 

Plants are tender as little children,,and suffer 


as quickly from any irregularity of diet and 


babit. Above all, they must not be kept awake 
late at night by brigut gaslights burning around 
them. They, like buman beings, need rest and 
sleep, and, when Nature puts out her great light 
with the setting of the sun, itis time for them 
to close their eyes and fold their leaves; or, if 
they do not all actually do this, ‘they must, 
at least, enjoy the opportunity darkness af- 
fords of substituting a new set of oferations 
for those performed during the day. The florist 
loves his flowers, and has an intimate sympathy 
with their life, else he could not rear them suc- 
cessfully. How often the question is asked of 
the lady who has flourishing plants in her win- 
dows: How do you manage to make them 
look so well?” “I don't know.“ is the re- 
ply; I only do what others do,“ and yet 
she is inwardly conscious that it 1s the love 
animating her care of them that insures their 
thrifty growth. He affection prompts her to 
faithful attention, and this secures the health 
and vigor of the objects of ber solicitude. Thus 
knowing the positive fondness every florist has 
for the planta under bis cultivation, we appre- 
ciate the sacrifice they make of feeling, as well 
as of interest, in order to sustain the attractive- 


ness of their department in the Exposition, — 
There are a good many interesting exotics 


’acattered along the well-filled shelves of the 


conservatory. By far the largest number of 
these are found in the extensive and elegant 
collection displayed by the South Park Commis- 
gion. First, we note an Acacia, with its deli- 
cate, bi-pinnate leayes, reminding one of the 
sensitive plant. Ia truth, it belongs to the same’ 
order ( Leguminacee) and sub-order (AMimose). 
The acacias grow in all quarters of the globe except 
in Europe. ‘They are not to be confounded with 
the locust, which sometimes improperly bears 
the same name. The true acacias have flowers 
that are like balls or spikes of down, and many 
of them are destitute of leaflets, having in their 
stead simply a flat, expanded leaf-stalk. Their 
favorite abode is Australaand New Holland, 
where between 200 and 800 species have been 
found. Here they pasa by the name of Wat- 
tle-trees. A great number of species 
have been introduced into Europe, 
but very few are hardy enough to 
grow out-doors in England. Many species are 
evergreen, and their beautiful foliage and flowers 
render them desirable oruaments of the green- 
house and parterre. Many of them furnish pro- 
ducts useful to commerce, as gum-arabic, gum- 
Senegal, and catechu. The bark and pods of 
some aro used for tanning; the saponaceous 
seeds of the A. concinna are used for washing ; 
and a considerable number of species afford ex- 
cellent timber. The flowers of yarious species 
are highly fragrant, and those of the A. Far- 
nesiana yield by distillation a delicious perfume. 

The specimen of the Dracana draco that is in 
the collection has not obtained a very lofty 
growth, but in its native habitat the species de- 
velop into trees of gigantie size. The colossal 
design-tree (as the piant is familiarly called) at 
Orotava, in the Canary Islands, has had a world- 
wide celebrity. It was between 70 and 75 feet 
high and 46 ½ feet in circumference at the base. 
It was already an ancient tree in 1402, when the 
Island of Teneriffe- was discovered, and 
its trunk was then hollowed dy de- 
cay. It was unfortunately destroyed by 
a hurricane in 1837. The dragon-tree grows 
slowly, aud is very long-lived, It is the opinion 
of distinguished botanists that many specimens 
now éxisting date back to the earliest periods of 
human history. Berthelot says, in estimating 
the longevity of the dragon-tree of Orotava: 
“the calculation which we make as to the age 
of the latter inflames the imagination.” The 
dragon-tree is found in Africa, Asia, and New 
Zealand, but not in the New World. An astrin- 
gent resin, called dragon’s blood, exudes from 
the surface of the leaves and from the cracks in 
the trunk of the tres. 

The Draceena draco belongs to the lily famiiy 
(Liliacew), and so does the Yucca aloifolia, 
which we see standing near it. This last forms 
a palm-like tee growing from 12 to 20 feet high. 
The Yuccas are natives of North and Soyh 
America. The T. flamentosq or Adam's 
Needle,” is commonly cultivated in our gardens, 
and its beautiful cream-colored bells are greatly 
admired. The flowers of the T. abifolia are 
tinted with purple on the outside, and borne 
upon stalks from 6 to 8 feet high. The leaves 
are evergreen, and their strong fibres are manu- 
factured by the Indians into cloth and cordage. 

The fan-palm. with a fan recently cut and set 
up to bleach in the pot beside it, attracis a good 
deal of attention. The palms are a numerous, 
stately, and useful family. About 450 different 
species are enumerated, and it is estimated that 
one-sixth of the whole number bear fan-shaped 
leaves. Among the prominent fan-calme are 
the doum-palm, the double cocoanut, the palmet- 
to, of North America, the Talipat palm, some- 
times called the great fan-palm, and the only 
truly European palm, the Chamerop: humilis, 
A few species of palms have undivided leaves, 
and these are sometimes 30 feet long by 4 or 
5 feet broad. The majority of the fam- 
ily, however, have pinnate leaves, the 
longest of which measure 50 feet long by 8 
feet broad. The fan-shaped leave of the 
Talipat palm are usually abont 18 feet long and 
14 feet broad, a single one being large enough to 
shelter fifteen or twenty men: They are used 
for writing purposes by the inhabitants of Mal- 
abar, the characters being traced on them with 
an iron style. This noble Fast India palm 
(Corypha umbraculifera) often grows to the 
heigth of 100 feet, and when it flowers, at the 
age of 30 or 40 years, it sends up a branching 
stem of flowers to the height of 80 feet above 
its crown of gigantic leaves. After once blos- 
soming and ripening fruit the life of the tree is 
generally ended. 

The flowers of the palm are small, bat, pro- 
duced in dense masses, often make a conspicuous 
display, The fleshy spike or spadix on which 
they grow 1s usually emveloped at the base in a 
leathery or ste leaf called spathe. This 
spathe is often so long and stout that it is 
by the natives as a water-tub, or as a cradle for 
their babies. The spadix, rising from 2 sin 
spathe of the date-paim, contains about 12

Two 
species of this order yield croton-oil ; many of 
them farnish caoutchouc ; the Siphonia elasticu 
yields the bottle India rubber; a Ceylon species 
gives us gum lac; and a crowd of them yield 
emetic and purgative juices that are used in 
pbarmacy. 


The Manchineel, one of the best known of 


the order, is so full of venom that the emoke of 
ite burning branches inflicts intolerable pain 
upon the eyés, often destroving the sight. A 
single drop of its juice falling upon the skin 
creates an ulcer difficult to heal, while its beau- 
tiful, apple-like fruit warns by burning the lips 
that it contains a deadly poison. And 
yet this venomous family contains one 
plant that furnishes men with a whole- 
some food. The root of the Mandioe 
or Manihot plant is full of poisonous juice, but 
reduced to pulp and heated the venomous prin- 
ciple is expelled, and the starch that is left after 
repeated washings is the tapioca that we eo prize 
for puddings. The candie-nut tree, whose seeds 
furnish a bland oil for cooking or burning, is a 
eupborbia, And so are the brilliant Poinsettas 
from Madagascar, whone scarlet tracts surround- 
ing the inconspicuous flowers, light up our con- 
servatories in autumn and early winter. 

Another odd plant, notable for its resemblance 
to the egg-plant, which we discover among the 
rest, is the Solanum robustum. It, too, is armed 
with lary, sharp prickles, situated on the ribs 
and stalks of the leaves as well as upon the main 
stem, and it, too, belongs to avery dangerous 
family, the Solanaceae. Here we find 
the sources of those poisonous 
drugs, belladona, byosciamus, stramonium, and 
tobacco, or nicotiania. Here, too, strangely 
— we find the potato, the tomato; and the 
egg-plant. But the potato is a true Solanum, its 
leaves and berries affording a powerful narcotic 
ranking between belladonna and conium. It is 
only the tabers that are wholesome. The viscid 
juice of the fruit of the egg-plant should be 
expreased before it is cooked, for it smacks of 
the pungent quality characteristic of the family. 
The Datura stramonwum (thorn-apple) grows in 
the waste places about our city, and may be 
known by its large, white flowers, shaped like 
the morning-glory or four-o’clock. The poison 
is extracted from its seeds. The Atropa-beila- 
donna is venomous in every part. enbane 
(Hyoscyemus Niger) is a powerful narcotic at the 
time its seeds are forming, but is comparatively 
harmless in the earher stages of its growth. The 
— principle existing in tobacco is too well 

nown to need mention here. Other prominent 
plants belonging to this order are the capsicum, 
which gives us our Cavenne pepper; a Solanum 
of Brazil, that yields the febrifuge, quina; and 
the Solanwms that furnish the various fruits 
called Quito oranges, mandrake apples, and 
kangaroo apples. 

Several specimens of the Centurv- Plant 
(Agave Americana) are conspicuous in the con- 
servatory. They are each — 20 years of age, 
yet are probably a long way “from blossoming. 
Not that they must be a hundred years old be- 
fore they burst into flowers. That ie a popular 
fiction. In its native soil in the tropics, the 
Agave blossoms when from 8 to 18 years old, 
and the period need not be mnch longer delayed 
anywhere, if proper care be given to the plant. 
The flowering stem of the Agave shoots up from 
the centre of the leaves toa height of from 20 
to 40 feet. At the base it is ofen a foot 
in diameter, and its terminal panicle sup- 
ports sometimes as many as 4.000 
flowers. the stem grows with great 
rapidity after it has once begun to develop. The 
Agave m extensively cultivated on the plains 
surrounding the City of Mexico for the sake of 
the liquid it yrelds. When it has arrived at ma- 
turity a cavity is made in the centre by cutting 
out the innermost leaves, and into this the juice 

ours for two or three months at the rate of 

rom eight to fifteen pints daily. The juice 
wheo fresh is a very agreeable beverage, but the 
Mexicans allow it to ferment, after which it re- 
tains its pleasant taste but has a villainous odor. 
It is then called „ and is the national drink 
of Mexico; A small duty is levied by the Cities 
of Mexico and La Puebla upon the pulque 
brought within their gates, and some idea of the 
amount consumed may be gained from the fact 
that before the Revolution this tax gave the two 
cities a revenue of nearly $1,000, annually. 
The strong fibres of the Agave are manufactured 
into tnread, twine, and rope. On the western 
coast rigging for ships is made of them. 

But we have delayed so long over the several 
plants that gained our first attention, we must 
leave the conservatory at present and press into 
the main hall of the Exposition, where a few 
striking objects belonging to the vegetable king- 
dom claim a moment’s notice. In the exhibition 
of fruits from Ocean Springs, Miss., there are 
several interesting species which have the attrac- 
tion of novelty to most Northerners. The pome- 
granate summons with its name a crowd of 
Oriental associations. The poetry and the pa- 
geantry of the East are immediately around us, 
and the cold, prosaic present is for the instant 
forgotten. From time immemorial] the pomegran- 
ate has been cultivated in Asia, and its mention 
frequently occurs in the Old Testament, aod in 
the poetry and romance of Oriental nations. 

in its wild state the pomegranate is a thorny 
shrub, but under cultivation itis transformed 
into a low tree with a thick spray of fine 
branches. The flowets are scarlet and the fruit 
is in size like a large, flattened orange, with a 
thick, tough rind and a crimson pulp of & deli- 
cate sweet or sub-acid flavor. It is often used 
like the lemon, in the preparation of cooling 
drinks. The rind of the frult contains tannin, 
aud isused for dressing the finest morocco leath- 
er. The pom ate is cultivated in somé parts 
of Southern Europe asa hedge plant. It will 

ow in the open air in the South of England, 

ut tho fruit it bears in that cold climate is 
worthless. 

By the side of the ate we notice the 
custard-apple, another uct of tropical coun- 
tries. Several species of Anona bear this name, 
but the Anona reticulata is best entitled to it. It 
is a native of America, is largely cuitivated 
in the East Indies. @ common papaw is 
closely allied to the custard apple, being a 
ber 01 the same family (Anonacee). cheri- 
moyer, one of the-most delicious fruits of South 
America, is embraced in the sams genus. 
yer af Davee poy like a custard and

At Giles, the Mayor and two gal- 
lant boatmen, Rarel and Boudes, saved 
thirteen people, one of whom is an old 
man of 76. At Pignau the streets were trans- 
formed into foaming torrents, and the vines have 
suffered terribly. At Laverune an old soldier of 
fourteen years’ service, named Revel, succeeded 
in rescuing a drowning woman at the imminent 
perilot bis corn life. Seven thousand becto- 
litres of wine have been lost iu this district. 
At Mende, the roads were flooded, and 
the telegraph service interrupted. At Mar- 
jevols and Plorac the damage is 
eonsiderabie, the barracks being surrounded by 
perfect lakes. In the Allier, at Vesse, the waters 
rose rapidly and flooded the houses, but no lives 
were lost. At Vichy, the New Park has been 
completely submerged, and the water cure estab- 
hehments momentarily compelled to close. The 
plain of Issoire 1s completely ravaged; the 
fields and market gardens are mere swamps. 
At Puy part of the railway bridge 
bas been carried away, and several 
streets looked like arms of the River Dolaison.

Dumm, Sept. 10.—The National Council of 


the Irish Hierarchy, which has just closed its 
seesion at Maynooih, bas couducted its delibera- 
tions an strict secrecy, aud their result will not 
be made public unt! Rome nas sanctioned the 
decrees which have been passed. There is rea- 
son to believe, however, that the Council was a 
most importantone. It is understood that eccle- 
siasticai discipline and the matter of higher edu- 
cation formed the chief subject of the delib- 
erations of the Council. Exacily a quarter of a 
century bas passed away since the Catholic 
Bishops held their first National Council since 
the time of the Reformation. It is true that 
there was a meeting of the Irish prelates in 
1641; but it was not until 1850 thata regular 
and canonical National Councii was held. The 
decrees of that Council, which was held at 
Tharles, having been approved and confirmed 
by the Holy See, have ever since regulated the 
discipline of the clergy, the uniformity of ritual, 
the administration of the sacraments, and the 
education of the people. But 25 years is a long 
period, and what was sufficient in 1850 is insufti- 
cientin 1875. During this period the politi- 
cal aud ecclesiastical chances haye been 
many and important. The Protestant Episco- 
paljian Church in Ireland has been partially dis- 


| endowed and sholly disestablished; the Presby- 
' terian Church has had some of its endowments 


taken from it; the Government grant to May- 
nooth Coliegebas been taken away,—much to its 
real beneiit; most of the penal laws against 
Catholics have been repealed, while otbers, 
which had fallen into apparent disuse, have 
been revived ; the pecuniary condition of the 
Catholic population has vastly improved, and 
their ability to support their Church and its

THE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


The Moathty Balictin ef the Departe 
memt ef Agriculture on the Staple 
Crops of the Near. 

Waszineron, Seat. 29.—The monthly report 
ofthe Departmen: of Agriculture for Augast 
and September coatains the following informa- 
tion in addition to tho cotton and corn crop re- 
turns, which were published within the last two 
woeke : 

Wheat—ILxcepting in the New England States 
and those of the Gulf region and the Pacific 
Coast, the damage to the crop between the peri- 
ods of ripening and throsbiog, by frequent and 
heavy storms, has been very general. Within 
the wet area the continuous rains visited, in 
July, the portions in which wheat nipens early, 
and in August the latitudes where it is 
harvested later, so that over the whole 
region the crop was very generally caught, 
either in harvest or in the stack. In Michig 
Wiseonsin, and Minnesota, in which the ‘eld 
was extraordinary, and in the Middle States, the 
rainy season was in progress at the time of re- 
porting, and, therefore, the extent of the dam- 
age was vet undeterminéd. A considerable por- 
tion of the crop in Maryland and a large por- 
tion in the Gulf States were secured in good con- 
dition before the rainy season came on. The 
damage from wet in Kansas and Nebraska, 
though extensive, appears to have been less than 
in the Valleys of the Mississippiand Ohio. In 
Iowa, injury from blight or rust reduced both 
the quantity aod quality, and was very geueral. 
Most of the States report local injuries to the 
condition from the same cause. Local injuries 
by the weevil are noted in Maice and Indiana; 
by chinches in Indiana, Wisconsin, and Missouri; 
aod by grasshoppers in Kansas, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, and throughont the grasshopper region of 
the Northwest. Ia California the crop, though 
reduced in yield and in some localities affected 
in quality by rust, was generally barvested in 
superior coudition, while in Oregon an extraor- 
dinary yield appears to have been secured with- 
out serious damage. The condition of the — 
when harvested for all the States average 
79. The State averages are as follows: Maine, 
96; New Hampshire, 101; Vermont, 98; Mas- 
sachusetts, 100; Connecticut, 100; New York, 
65; New Jersev, 90; Pennsylvania, 85; Delia- 
ware, 92; Maryland, 92; Virginia, 86; North 
Carolina, 97; South Carolina, 97; Georgia, 98; 
Alabama, 105; Mississippi, 139; Louisiana, 
85; Texas, 122; Arkausas, 113; Tennessee, 
98; West Virginia, 74; Kentucky, 80; Ohio, 
61; Michigan, 88; Indiana, 61; Llinois, 73 ; 
Wisconsin. 98; Minnesota, 101; Iowa, 77; Mis- 
souri, 67; Kansas, 83; Nebraska, 50; California, 
70; and Oregon, 106. Tho qualityof the pres- 
ent crop is poorer than for several years. Ihat 
of the Pacitie Coast is fine, notwithstanding the 
decreased yield; that of the South is of 
excellent quality, except in Virginia and 
Tennessee, but no surplus of South- 
ern wheat can be obtained, except in 
the wheat district of "Texas. In the West 
the winter wheat escaped damage from rain to a 
greater extent than spring grain. Much of both 
kinds was harvested in good condition, the rains 
in the spring wheat region coming later than 
farther south, but a large proportion of 
both was injured in the shock by heavy 
and repeated storms to tuch an extent 
as to cause panic among the farmers, while 
the millers were at their wits’ end to know 
where to obtain grain to grind for flour. 
Recent reports are more favorable, and it is to 
be hoped that the prevailing estimate of depre- 
ciated quality may prove somewhat exagger- 
ated. A few counties in Arkansas are greatly 
extending wheat culture. in one of which ( Wood- 
ruff) 10,000 bushels of No. 1 are reported grown 
on 500 acres. In Texas 20 to 25 bushels per acre 
are frequently reported, andacrop of touzelle 
sent out by the Department produced 30 bushels 
pér acre. 

Oats.—The general condition of the oats cron, 
reported July 1, was one of unusual thrift, 
promisiug an extraordinary yield. In the north- 
ern and sonthern sections of the country that

the Gulf, crops superior in quantity and quality 
have been produced, aud for the most part se- 
cured in good condition. 

Potatoes—The condition of the potato crop, as 
a whole, is about 10 per cent above the average, 
all the large potato-growing States reporting a 
very favorable prospect.

The condition of the crop 
in this section bas not materially changed since

Sweet Potatoes—Tee States reporting a condi- 
tion full average or above are: New Jersey, 102; 
Delaware, 100; No:th Carolina, 100; Mississi;pi, 
114; Arkansas, 109; Tennessee, 100; Lilinois, 100; 
Missouri, 102: and Kansas, 100. The States east 
of the Allegheny Mountains generally indicate an 
improvement since July. The South Atlantic 
and Gulf States, from South Carolina to Texas, 
show a decline of condition, except Mississippi. 
Of the Soutbern mland States, Kentucky alone 
shows a marked decline—10 per cent. The 
States north of the Ohio River all indicate a 
loss, except Illinois, which slightiy improved 


somewhat coclined, but the other States very 
considerably improved. On the Pacific Coast. 
Cah forum averages 94, against 10 percent on 
last report. 

Wool—The wool clip is of full average weight, 
or a little above, in nearly all the States. Those 
deficient are Massachusetts, 4 per cent; Georgia 
aod Oregon, 3 per cent ; Lilinois and California, 
2 per cent ; Virginia, Texas, Arkansas, aud Mis- 
souri, 1 per cent. Wisconsin and Texas are 2 


Mississippi, West Virginia, Kentucky, Ohio, In- 
diana, lowa, and Kansas are 1 per cent above the 
average. ‘The remaming States are a full aver- 
age. 

obe- -The tobacco-crop has greatly fallen 
off since the last report. From a condition 20 
per cent above average in July, our September 
returns indicate a reduction to 10 per cent below 
average. East of the Allegheny Mountains 
there has been, on a whole, an improvement. 
Massachusetts and )Connectieut show a great 
improvement upon fhe July condition, and are 2 
per cent above average, but this is about coun- 
terbalanced by a decline of 2 per cent. De- 
low average iu Maryland, produced by the ex- 
cessive tains of August.

TWO HEAVY FAILURES IN BOSTON. 
Special to The lrioune. 

Boston, Oct. 1.—The suspension was an- 
nounced to-day.of the lamber firm of Shepard, 
Hall & Co.) of this city, with liabilities amount- 
ing to $1,500,000. The branches of the firm, 
Shepard, Vana & Co., of Burlington, and Hall 
& Co., of Montreal, will also suspend, the 
liabilities in the latter place being esti- 
mated at $150,000. The causes of the 
failare are twofold—depreciation in the 
value of lumber, and money losses in- 
curred in business. — By one failure, about a 
year ago, the firm lost nearly $400,000, and 
$180,000 of the paper of the delinquent firm in- 
dorsed by Shepard, Hall & Co. comes due next 
month. In January last the firm bad a surplus 
of #700,000, and they hope to make up a good 
exhtbit of assets. They will probably ask for 
ap extension of time to recover from the embar- 
rasement. The suspension has created consid- 
erable interest in business circles of the cjty, as 
Boston banks hold p of the firm 
estimated at from $500, to $1,000,000. 

C. & M. Cox, in the boot and shoe business, 
failed to-day; abilities about $225,000. This 
was wholiy unexpected within a day or two, the 
firm's paper, unindorsed, baving been accepted 
at 5 ver cent. It is reported that the causes of 
the failure are outside their regular business. 
These failures have caused po special excite- 
ment, and the money market remains unusually 
easy for the season.

STAM PLOW. 


44k New Method of Cutting Pralrle-sod. 


A steam plow of a new inveution is described 
in the following from the Baltimore American. 
The inventor is Mr. Benson, of the Monnu- 
mental Iron Works, of that city, a practical ma- 
chinist, who has it now on the way to his farm in 
Bouna Vista County, Iowa, for a practical test. 
Should the invention prove a success, it will do 
as much towards revolutionizing the ways of 
working raw prairies o culture as the reaper 
and mower has done in .cssening the expense of 
harvesting cropa in the West:

steam plow is onus of the. ‘possibilities of the 
fatyre. Many implements of this kind have been in- 
„ but none have come into eral use. Some 

h worked tolerably weil, but the cost of runuding 
them bas destroyed their practical utility. An engine 
r powerful to move the gang of plows con- 
sumes entirely too much coal. A steam plow to be a 
success must break up ground ata cost of somethiug 
less than $2 per dere. Mr. B. 8. Benson, proprietor 
of the pipe foundry on Monument street, near Holm 
day, has for some time been devoting nimeelf to the 
problem, and he has just completed 4 plow which is 
expected to thorouguiy pulverize an note of prairie 
sed at a of 50 ceuls, When put to the avtual test 
the calculations may be found to be somewhat at fault, 
but ander favorable conditions the machine can cer- 

tainly be operated at an expense of $6 or $8 per day. 
and, running at low speed, 11 will plow about wn acre 

and a quarter per hour, 

It must be understood that this machine is only in- 
tended to be used on prairie iand, where there are neither 
rocks nor stones, Mr, Benson has discarded the con- 
ventional idea of a plow, with share and mold-board 
for turuing a farrow, and has substituted a revolving 
horizontal shaft, armed with a series of sharp biades, 
that dig up the ground and thoroughly pulverize it. 

o complete the work, a rake with steel teeth moves 
wwerful cutter, and immediately 
above it is another 
spikes or Springs, thet pass between the teeth of the 
rake at every revolution. This constitutes the whole 
of the plowing apparatus. Tue remainder of the ma- 
chime does nothing except furnish the. motive power. 
It consists of a neat little engihe, mounted on traction 
wheels, and the uscessary geafing for moving the 
wheels and keeping the two shafts already mentioned 
in motion. fhe piow te 10 feet wide, and 
will pulverize a strip of ground of equal 
width as it moves forward. It can be run 
at the rate of 2 miles un bour, but a farmer would 
probably prefer the rate upou wulch Mr. Benson has 
based his caiculiations—asusiy, 1 mile per hour. At 


this rate it will piow from {2 to 16 acros per day. The 


ground will neea no Larrowing or stirring after this 


machine has passed over it. Everybody that has had 
aby experience in breaking up prairie sod knows that 
itis a most difficult matter to get rid of the mattea 
gruss roots that permeate the ground to the depth of 2 
or s mches. Tbe pioneer farmer cuts through this 
fibrous stratum with his powerful prairie 52 
leaves the sods to rot under the action of the e 
for a year or two before he begins to pull fliem to 
pieces with the harrow. 
pulverize the sod at the first plowing. 
By detachmg the plowing apparatus the engine can 
be used for hauling a reaper or mower, for ruuning a 
threshing machine or corn crusher, or for any * 
farm work to which steam. power can be applied. 
This novel machine is to be sent to Buena Vista 
County, Iowa, to be used on 4 farm owned by Mr. 
Benson’s sons, No doubt it will create great sensation 
among the “ Grangers wen it begins to grind up the 
sod otf the virgin prairie and prepare the ground for 
at a cost of 50 cents per acre, The Western 
farmers have for a long time been perplexed to know 
now to get a bushel of wheat transported to the sea-

Perhaps an 
nious Baltimore machinest has solved the problem 
for them by furnishing them witha steam-plow that 
greatly reduce the cost of production,

The parish of Vercheres is just now excited 
over a very grave an nt matter, which 
ia, ia some pointe, lagous to the Guibord 
case.

The State Board of Equalization of New 
York, like that of Illinois, considers the 
metropolis of the State as a fat take,” to 
be mulcted for as much of the State tax as it 
can be made to pay, without much regard to 
what it ought to pay.

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POSITION OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY ON 
THE CURRENCY. 

The Chicago Jnter-Ocean claims that, as an 
organ of the Dilutionists, it represents nine- 
tenths of the Republicans of the Northwest,” 
and that Tae Tarisuxe is opposed to the 
Republican party in advocating an honest 
redemption of the national promises to pay. 
This is a matter easily susceptible of demon- 
stration one way or the other. Taz Tumor 
is uncompromisingly in favor of honest money 
and opposed to dilution of the currency; the 
Inter.Ocean is con fessedly and blatantly in 
favor of diluting the currency and cheapening 
its purchasing power. We presume there 
will be no dispute as to this statement of the 
ease. Now as to the position of the Repub- 
lican party. First, the last national platform 
of the party, in 1872, declared as follows: 

We dehounce repudiation of the publie debt in any 
form or disgoise as a national crime. We witness 
witb pride the reduction of the principal of the debt, 
and of the rates of interest upon the balance, and con- 
fidently expect that our excellent national currency wiil 
be perfected by a speedy resumption of specie payments, 

This is the last official utterance of the par- 
ty at large, and the Jnter-Ocean now opposes 
it. 4 
Next, let us take the declaration of the last 
State Republican Convention of IIlinois, 
which, after favoring free banking, which 
that concern now opposes, declared : 

That we reaffirm the declaration of the National Re- 
publican Convention of 1872 in favor of à return & 
specie payment at the earticst practicaole day. 

This is the last official utterance of the Re- 
publican party in the State in which both 
Tun Trrsunz and the Jnter-Ocean are pub- 
lished, and it was adopted after the dilution 
resolutions prepared by the editor of the 
Inter-Ocean had been rejected. 

Next, let us take the last platform adopted 
by the Republican State Convention in Iowa, 
the State from which the editor of the Inter- 
Ocean migrated to Chicago, and the very par- 
ty that formerly sent him to Congress. The 
present Iowa Republicans say : 

Wefavor the early attainment of s cnrrency con- 
vertible with coin ; and therefore advocate the gradual 
resumption of sperre payments by continuous and steady 
ete pe in that direction, 

Does this mean the dilution of the currency 
which the Inter-Ocean advocates, or the ro- 
sumption of specie payments which TI 
Tarox advocates ? 

Next we will take the Republican platform 
adopted in the adjacent State of Wisconsin 
this year, which contains the following reso- 
lution: 

We favor the early atiainment of a currency con- 
vertible with coin, and therefore advocate the gradual 
resumption of specie payments by continuous steps in 
that direction, in such manner as to disturb the busi- 
ness interests of the country as little as possible, 

We may now go a little further to the North- 
west, which the Inte Ocean claims to repre- 
sent, and take the declaration of the “Minne- 
sota Republicans, who have said this year : 

That on the prominent questions of the day we favor 
that policy of finance which shall steadily keep in view 
the return to specie payments, 

Having now shown that there is a consid- 
erable portion of the Northwest in which 
the Inter-Ocean does not represent the senti- 
ment of the Republican party, but grossly 
misrepresents them, we may briefly recount 
the position of the Republican party in other 
sections of the country. The Ohio Repub- 
licans sayin their State platform, and on 
which they are making their great fight : 

That the policy of finance should be steadily pursued 
which, without unnecessary shock to businéss or trade, 
will ultimately equalize the purchasing eapacity af the 
erin and paper dollar. 


The Ohio Democrats, on the contrary, ad- 


vocate dilution in about the same way and 
degree as the Inter-Ocean. In Pennsylvania, 
where the Democrats are in accord with the 
Inter-Ocean in favor of debasement of the 
currency, the Republicans in their State plat- 
form assert that— 

Free banking, a safe and uniform national cur- 
rency adjusted to the growing wants of the business 
interests of the country, and a steady reduction of the 
national debt. ; 

“A safe and uniform currency can never 
be attained by the /nter-Ocean policy of in- 
flation, dilution, and debasement, so the 
Inter- On cannot agree with the Pennsyl- 
vania Republicans, though it does exactly 
with the Pennsylvania dilution Democrats. 
The Maine Republicans are more outspoken. 
They say : 

A sound currency based on coin, and redeemadle in 
coin, is eas’ntial to the prosperity of the people. We

A careful examination of this vote will 
show the Jnter-Ocean that the bill for free

A COLLISION AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 

The Iron Duke and the Vanguard, two 
armored vessels of the British Navy, both 
rated first-class, meet in the Channel. The 
wrong turn of a helmsman’s wheel sends the 
ram of the first against tha port-quarter of 
the second. The Iron Duke is moving at a 
slow rate, but the momentum of her vast 
bulk sends her plated prow, plunging into 
the Vanguard. When she ed, it was 
fourid to be a fatal blow. The water poured 
through an aperture 15 feet long and 4 wide. 
The Vanguard was built with water-tight 
compartments; she was heavily armored ; 
she was made to resist the very accident 
which sunk her. None of these things helped 
her. She is lying in 19 fathoms of water, a 
total loss. Her crew was fortunately res- 
cued. The only damage done the Iron 
Duke was the loss of her bowsprit. This 
accident has its lessons. It shows that a 
ram, properly built, is irresistible. If the 
Iron Duke, moving very slowly and with no 
intent of doing harm,.could sink a heavily- 
armored vessel within a few minutes with- 
out suffering any damage beyond the destrac- 
tion of a bowsprit that would have been 
stowed away if the encounter had been a war- 
like one, what could not she do in fighting 
trim and dashing upon an adversary under 
the pressure of every possible ounce of 
steam? It is possible that the experiments 
which are being made in manufacturing great 
guns may lead to the introduction of monster 
cannon which can hurl a small mountain of 
steel and crush any iron-clad afloat. If this 
comes to pass, a sea-fight will simply 
be a case of suicide and drowning. 
Two iron boxes, constructed in the 
shape of coffins, and destined to be 
used ds coffins, will impinge against each 
other. One will crash through the side of 
the other, and meanwhile a colossal ball will 
crash through the armored side of its op- 
ponent. The vessels draw apart. Both 
créws take to the boats, watch their ships 
sink, and pull off together in search of a 
friendly craft or the nearest land. Honors 
are easy and expenses heavy. The days of 
naval warfare seem to be numbered. Forts 
and rams will defend harbors, but the only 
battles on the sea will be those which end in 
the captmre of unarmed merchantmen by 
swift cruisers. The adoption of the rule 
that private property is to be exempt 
from seizure on the high seas will 
prevent these bloodless but costly 
skirmishes. At present, however, it is 
plain that war on water has been 
made so destructive that it will probably 
cease. It may be that the constant improve- 
ments in small-arms may make battles on 
land as surely destructive to both parties as 
the Texan duel in which the principals have 
their left wrists tied together and bowie- 
knives put in their right hands. When this 
becomes the case, something like universal 
peace will come to pass. If enduring peace 
is really to be brought about by perfecting 
the power of men to kill each other, the Peace 
Society ought to erect a monument to the 
needie-gun, put up tablets in honor of the 
Iron Duke, and apply to the Pope to canon- 
ize the cannon-makers, Herr Krupp and Sir 
WILLIAM ARMSTRONG. 


CHEAP ‘‘ PEOPLES MONEY.” 

The different effects produced by the depre- 
ciation af the legalized paper money of the 
country was admirably stated by Mr. Scuvrz 
in his Cincinnati speech. In case the cur- 
rency be increased as proposed by the Demo- 
cratic madmen of Ohio, the capitalist and 
merchant of large means can at once meet 
the consequence. He immediately calls in all 
the money due to him, and enforces payment 
with the least possible delay. He at the 
same time makes up the prices of all he has 
got to sdll, not only to cover the existing but 
the future depreciation of the currency. He 
will buy on credit at existing prices, knowing 
that he can pay with paper dollars that will 
have declined in value. Having the means 
at hand, he is able to make a profit from 
every finctuation. He in this way acoumu- 
lates, adds to his wealth, and absorbs the 
property of those less fortunate. 

The other side of the picture is not so 
roseate. The man who has to labor daily for 
the support of himself and family has but a 
few hundred dollars in the savings bank. 
Engaged at labor, he does not notice the daily 
fluctuations in the money market. He knows 
generally that the people's money is be- 
coming plenty and cheap. But in time the 
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can live, arid that his money in the bank will 
goa great way in doing this. He draws his 
money, but finds that it will not purchase 


more than half as much building-materials as 


it would have done before money had become 
plenty and cheap. He then tries to borrow at 
„low interest on three years’time. But 


the money-lender frankly tells him that. to 


lend money for three years is out of the ques- 
tion, because atthe end of three years the 
currency may not be worth 10 cents on the 
dollar. -In his bewilderment, the man asks, 
I no money lent at all?“ ‘“‘ Certainly,” 
answers the lender; money is lent 
on call, upon good security, so that 
I can demand payment at any time, 
and, if payment isnot made, can convert 
the security.” Appealingly, the man asks 
if there is no way in which he can obtain a 
loan, and is then told that he may figure out 
how much the money he wants will amount 
to in gold, and then secure the payment of 
that sum in gold when due, This he cannot 
do, because he can make no estimate of how 
much greenbacks he would have to pay in 
the end to equal the loan in gold. He has, 
therefore, to abandon the project of building. 
In time he finds that the value of his deposit 
in the savings bank has so declined that $20 
of it will not purchase a load of coal; he can 
save nothing ; he is consuming what little he 
once had. Finally, his employer, who has 
been doing business with the cheap money, 
finds he cannot sell, and discharges his work- 
men. Credit explodes. There is a crash. 
The wealthy man is safe and prosperous ; the 
workman is wrecked and ruined. The 
cheap money” has proved to be the gam- 
bler's token; the means of swindling ; the 
sharper’s device. And this is but the story 
of paper money in every age and in overy 
country. 


ALMOST A MASSACRE. 

There has been a narrow escape from a 
repetition of the Modoc massacre, only on a 
much vaster scale, pending the negotiation 
between the United States Commissioners 
and the Sioux Indians for the sale or lease of 
the Black Hills territory. There is little 
doubt that a deliberate plan was formed for 
the massacre of all the whites, including the 
two companies of United States troops en- 
gaged in this negotiation, and that it only 
failed of execution through the heroic action | 
of one of the Chiefs called Younc-~Man- 
Arrarp-or-H1s-Horszs. This young man may 
be afraid of his horses, but he was evidently 
not afraid of the great mass of Indian devils 
who had determined to massacre in cold blood 
a number of peaceful men who had come to 
treat with them as if they were intelligent 
human beings. While it is not likely that 
the intended massacre was premeditated by 
all the Indian tribes interested in the nego- 
tiations, it is very certain that they would 
have permitted it except for the inter- 
vention of this single Chief. The va- 
rious tribes must have been infornied 
of the purpose. of the treacherous few 
hundred who had undertaken the job; 
for all refused to complete the usual 
circle in which such negotiations are conduct- 
ed, and persistently declined to occupy the 
segment which had been left open for the 
raid upon the Commissioner Even the in- 
terpreters and half- breeds seem to have been 
warned of the purpose, for they also with- 
drew from the opening and left the way free 
for the treacherous savages to pounce upon 
their victims. The hostile Indians began 
their operations by crowding out the two 
companies of troops, and it was intended, 
upon a preconcerted signal, to shoot them 
down as preliminary to the massacre of the 
unarmed whites. Had a single shot been 
fired, it is almost certain that the sight of the 
white men’s blood would have maddened the 
many thousands of Indians present, and led 
to a general massacre, from which not one 
white man would have escaved. This fright- 
ful tragedy was only averted By the excep- 
tional honor and accidental popularity of one 
young Chief, who was brave enough to use 
his warriors as a special police. 

This all but tragic incident of the Black 
Hills negotiation developed a species of 
treachery blacker and more infamous than 
that of the red men who planned the 
massacre,—the treachery ‘of the Indian 
traders. They are a class of vampires who 
are mainly responsible for the indignities and 
frauds practiced upon the red men, and con- 
sequently for the intense hatred which the 
Indians continue to cherish against the whites 
in spite of the kindest treatment from the 
Government. The statement is made that 
these Indian traders in the Sioux country 
dealt out ammuaition among the hostile In- 
dians the very day before the conference at 
which the massacre was to take place, thus 
rendering possible and encouraging the 
treachery that had been planned. These fel- 
lows are worse than the harpies that follow 
armies to plunder the dead and rob the dying. 
They are the men who exchange whisky 
for blankets, firearms for bounties, 
and bullets for annuities, and thrive 
and make their money by pandering 
to the worst passions of the savage nature. 
The plan of the Black Hills massacre shows 
that these Indian traders will not postpone 
their money-making greed even to save the 
lives of men in serving the Govern- 
ment. Their conduct is infinitely more re- 
volting than that of the Indians, for the lat- 
ter are savages while the traders pretend to 
be civilized. There is but one way to rid the 
Indian service of these harpies, and that is by 
transferring the control of Indian affairs to 
the War Department, where it properly be- 
longs. There is every reason to believe that 
the Indians would then be protected in the 
bounties of the Government, and certainly 
the whites who consent to serve on a peace- 
ful commission will not do it at the risk of 


their lives. 

So far as the proposed purchase or lease of 
the Black Hills is concerned, the offer of the 
Government Commissioners was largely in ex- 
cess of the actual value of the territory which 
the Indians sre asked to vacate. The sum of 
$6,000,000, which was offered the Sioux, is at 
the rate of about $10 an acre, since the arable 
land of the whole section is not larger than 
Cook County. This wasan excessive | 
while good agricultural lands in Nebraska 
and other extreme Western States can He 
bought for $2.50 an acre, and even Illinois 
Central lands in this State at the price offered 
for Black Hills territory. As to the gold 
supposed to be there, the latest reports seem 
to indicate that among the 1,000 miners who 
have gone there, and all the soldiers and 
scientific men, not more than $200 worth of 
gold has been found,—hot enough to pay the 
expenses of a single person who has gone 
there. ‘There are mere traces of gold so far,

FIRST FRUITS OF THE CABLE MONOPOLY. 

Within three days of the announcement 
that the direct cable had broken somewhere 
near the American coast comes another equal- 
ly unpleasant piece of news. The Angle. 
American Telegraph Monopoly Company, 
which now controls all the working wires be- 
tween the Old World and the New, combines, 
not precisely business and pleasure, but busi- 
ness and business, by raising its rates to one 
dollar in gold per word, and then having the 
news telegraphed from London over its cable, 
thus increasing its receipts in the present by 
announcing an increase in its rates in the fu- 
ture. This is the exact fulfillment of Tun 
Tarsuns’s prediction. The lack of any com- 
petition has borne fruit in the re-establiah- 
ment of an extortionate and oppressive rate. 
Even if competition had been brought into 
play it would not have kept down 
charges long. If the Direct Cable Company 
had kept its wire in good condition 
and maintained the tariff with which it be- 
gun, — 25 cents a word,—the Anglo-American 
would of course have had to cut down its 
charges to the same figure or below it. 
Then, after a short struggle for a few weeks 
or months, the old Company would either 
have bought up a majority of the depreciated 
shares of the new Company, or have per- 
guaded the latter to pool its receipts, and 
thus practically consolidate itself with its 
whilom rival. It is a favorite theory of Mr. 
C. F. Apams, Jr., that competition between 
railroads inevitably leads to combination. 
The history of the railroad system in England 
and America seems to sustain this view. 
Combination takes place by just the process 
we have sketched as the likely result of the 
strife between the Anglo-American and the 
Direct Cable Companies. What is true of 
railroads is true, in this case, of ocean cables. 
The French line was laid to compete with the 
English one. It did so fora short time, and 
the two were then consolidated. If the di- 
rect cable is repaired, its fate will finally be 
the same. All we can hope for, then, in any 
event, isa short respite from the grasping 
avariciousness of an omnipotent monopoly, 
unless the systems under which ocean cables 
are laid and managed should be radically 
changed. There is but one radical change 
possible. That is the purchase of the lines 
by the British Government and their working 
as part of the English postal-telegraph sys- 
tern. Great Britain owns both shores of 
the Atlantic at the most convenient and 
practicable place for stretching wires 
across, Her officials are skilled in 
telegraphic affairs. The customs and tradi- 
tions of her system of piblic duties prevent 
all danger of anything like the ring-rule 
which is the chief danger here, when our 
Government meddles with business matters. 
Finally, she has plenty of resources. © She 
can borrow all the money needed to lay twen- 
ty cables at 3 percent. If she should take 
possession of the ocean wires, paying the 
present owners a fair price therefor, and 
should cut down the charges to 25 cents a 
word as a maximum, the result would bea 
great development in international telegraphy, 
which would surely lead to a better state of 
feeling and an incréased business between 
the two great English-speaking nations. The 
experiment would pay good dividends in 
money and enormous dividends in commerce 
and civilization. 


THE EUROPEAN MILITARY SITUATION. 

Col. Cursyey, the English military officer 
and writer who has become famous as an 
essayist upon military subjects, has con- 
tributed a very remarkable paper to Maemil- 
lan’s Magazine, in which he forecasts ‘‘ The 
Military Futare of Germany,” or more proper- 
ly, the military future of Europe, since the 
one has come to involve the other. Col. 
Cuxsxer points out that Germany has only 
Russia to fear, and that this fact is already 
causing uneasiness in Germany, bocause it 


At present, she has nothing to fear. France 
tis not so well prepared for war now 
as she was in 1870. He intimates that 
her territorial army exists only on 
paper, that her ermaments are incomplete, 
and that her supplies are inadequate for a 
campaign. She has nothing to fear from 
Russia at present. Russia now can only put 
in the field 600,000 effective men, while Ger- 
many has a peace army, or Landwehr, of 
400,000 men, magnificently equipped and 
trained, and ready for war at a day’s notice, to 
which force she can instantly add 1,200,000 
reserve men on furlough. Behind these are 
the Landsturm of a million men, who are 
only inferior to the Landwehr in the quantity 
and quality of their officers. Were Russia 
to invade Germany at present with an army 
inferior in every essential of victory, she 
would be crushed, and the German army 
would as easily go to Moscow or St. Peters- 
burg and dictate peace as they went to Paris 
five years ago. 

But the military prep‘rations of Russia are 
being made with reference to a period fifteen 
years hence, and witha French alliance in 
view, so that when the attack does come, 
probably after the death of the present Rus- 
sian Emperor, who is ostensibly a peace man, 
they will be enabled to crush Germany be- 
tweén them. Russia # making all her move- 
ments with this end in view. Laws have 
heen passed recently extending military duty 
to all classes, on the German plan. The 
scheme of the Government contemplates an 
army of five millions of men, fifteen years 
hence, divided as follows: Two millions of 
effective trained soldiers to be arrayed 
against an enemy; one million as a home de- 
fensive army, in efficiency between the Ger- 
man Landsturm and Landwehr; and two 
millions of the or Landsturm.

SHODDY BOILER MAKING. 

A practical mechante writes to the New York 
Sun on the above subject: In 1863 the boil- 
ers of the United States gun boat anchored off 
the Battery exploded, and twenty-seven of her 
crew perished. Her boilers were made in a 
shop favored by a well-known Government of- 
ficial, amd 1 worked on them. Every man that 
struck them with a hammer knows that they 
were not strong enough to take the vessel to 
Sandy Hook. The foreman was a ‘ driver,’ aud 
he said that he didn’t care a damn whether they 
lasted ; that he wanted to get them out of the 
shop a$ soon as possible, and that he supposed 
anything was good enough for the navy. Al- 
though the men knew that it was equal to 
committing murder in the first degree, they 
let the flange go out in an utterly unservice- 
able condition, because they feared that if 
they spake about it they might be discharged. 
The Ingpector tested the boilers, the foreman 
astzured bim that they bad been carefully made, 
although be knew that they were bad work and 
worse iron, and the boss saved a few dollars 
through the foreman’s lack of principle. 
Twenty-seven lives, however, were the cost of 
this economy. Soon afterwards two boilers 
were constructed for the steamship Empire 
State, io the same shop. Two months alfter- 
wards they burst, and killed three men. When 
I think of the Westfield explosion I am disheart- 
ened. In course of the long inquest that fol- 
lowed, not one boiler-maker was called to the 
witvess chair. There were a great many boiler- 
makers eager to | testify, and any one of 
them could have shown Messrs.. Haswell, 
Copeland, Sightall, and the other, great 
experts of the day, inside of ten min- 
utes, Where the fault lay. ‘The explosion is due 
to bad iron, bad work, and an unscrupulous fore- 
man,’ should have been the verdict. When the 
Dean Richmond burst her flange-head a year or 
so age, her passengers, though they did not 
know it, were on the brink of a watery grave. 
The cause of the disaster was a ‘soft patch un- 
skilfully put on} The Crescent City was near 
going to the bottom a few months ago, on ac- 
count of bad work and bad materials in the con- 
struction of her engines, Last month the boiler 
of the Silas O. Pierce, a towboat, exploded in 
the North River, and one of her crew was killed 
aud two others were disfigured for hie. In 
the last two instances the engimeers were not 
biamable ; they rarely are. If a boiler is prop- 
erly constructed, that is to say, H it is of good 
iron, put together by skilled men working under 
a scrupulous aud capable foreman, all the engi- 
neers in the United States cannot explode it.

WANT SOME NITRO-GLYCERINE ? 

The Laramie (Wyo. Ter.) Sun of recent date 
says: About ten days since the engineer of a 
freight train near Bryan heard a terrible crack- 
ng noise, and thought something must be wrong 
with his engine. The train was stopped, when 
it was discovered that something was leaxing 
from a ear near the engine, and that the loud re- 
ports were caused by the wheels passing over 
drops of the fluid which had fallen upon the 
track.

A JUDGE JUGGED. ? 

A Judge in the prisoners’ box is not a common 
sight, and, in justice to human nature, deserver 
to be noticed.

EvansvIt_x, Ind., Sept. 30.—Willard Carpenter, 
Esq., of this city, to-day filed articles of asso- 
ciation for the endowment of a great educe- 
tional institution in this city, with the following 
well-known public-spirited citizens as Trustees: 
P. Semouin, William Heilman, J. H. Polsdorfer, 
J. Mackey, James L. Orr, J. E. Rankin, W. J. Dar- 
by (pastor of Cumberland Presbyterian Church), 
Charles E. Scoville, and Willard Carpenter. The 
eudowment deeds are now being prepared, and will 
settle $500,000 on the institution, and Mr. Car- 
penter declares that after it shall have been es- 
tablished he will make a farther gift of $200,- 
600. The design is to have the in- 
stitution benevolent im character, and it 
will be controlled by the Presbyterian de- 
nomination, the articles of association providing 
that two-thirds of the Trustees shall be of that 
Church, to be construed literally, and to apply 
to all Presbyterians. He states that the work 
will be commenced on the building next spring, 
as soon as the site shall have been selected. 

Mr. Carpenter is an old man, whose wealth is 
estimated at $2,000,000, and he bas a small fami- 
ly, and it is generally erstood that half of 
his fortune will be to beautify aod benefit 
his adopted city, where bis money was accumu- 
lated. He has made provision in his will for 
means to erect àa magnificent public fountain in 
the heart of the city.

Its Coming Exposition---Chicago 
Ouce More to the Front. 


‘She Will Compete with Pittsburg in Iron- 


Manufactures, 
Description of the Exhibition Buildings. 


apectal Correspondence of The Chica o Tribune. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Sept. 29.—Wherever there is 
a chance to show any enterprise Chicago mer- 
chante and manufacturers are sure to take ad- 
vantage of it liberally. Even now Chicago im- 
porters sell goods here. A drummer told me 
the other day that he sold goods as far east as 
Philadelphia. He represented a sugar refinery, 
and I know it has nearly driven New York from 
this market with its sirups, pot so much on a- 
count of prices as quality. 

, THE BXPOSITION. 

Several months ago the Pittsburg Trades- 
men’s Institute was organized, with A. J. Nel- 
jis, an enterprising manufacturer, as Presi- 
deat, for the purpose of Building a structure in 
which to hold an exposition. Scarcely had the 
Institute received a charter, ere Chicago manu- 
facturers were applicants for space. The building 
is now nearly completed, and the Fair will open 
on Thursday, Oct. 7, and continue one month. 
Senator Richard Oglesby, of Illinois, will deliver 
the opening address, and the Governors of sev- 
eral States will be present. 

Before proceeding further it may not beamiss 
to give a brief 

DESCRIPTION OF THE EXPOSITION BUILDING, 
as it is something in which Illinois appears just 
now largely interested. 


The main structure is erected on a small pen- | 


insula extending from Allegheny City, near 
where the river of that name flows into the 
Obio. It is 600 feet in length, by 150 in width. 
The central nave is 600 feet long, 65 wide, 
and 70 in height. The side-aisles extend 
the entire length of the building, and are 
each 20 feet in width. The galleries are 40 feet 
wide and 600 feet iong. Handsome bridges con- 
pect the nave with the balconies, which look 
down on Floral Hall. 
to the building. each surmounted by beautifuily- 
designed towers, and eight immense stairways 


lead to the galleries. 
THE ART GALLERY. 

Art will form a special feature, and this por- 
tion is 45x150 feet. The management of this is 
in charge of a committee of artists. It will bea 
darkened room, lighted by gas from the ceiling. 
Then there are departments for textile fabrica, 
floral displays, music hall, eto. The Power Hall 
adjoing the main balding, and is 800 by 150 
foot. In this the heavy machinery will 
be placed. ‘There ie also a Farmers’ De- 
partment, specially laid out with amphi- 
theatre and quarter-mile tracks, for exhibitions 
of horses.and cattle, which will be alternated 
each week, The interior exhibiting space cov- 
ers 12 acres, and Mr. Nellis told me to-day that 
if Chicago were allowed she would take one-half 
of it. iliinois promises well with blooded stock, 
but unless she putes in pretty lively, Missouriand 
Ouio will be ahead of her both on horses and 
eatile. 

CHICAGO MANUFACTURE. 

It is remarkable to note how largely even now 
Chicago is interested in manufacture. She 
comes here with planers, iron, woodwork, furni- 
ture, steel, woolen goods, and silk. Right here 
she comes to beard the Iron Lion in his den. 
This is certainly enterprise remark- 
able for its boldness. There is one thing, how- 
ever, in waich she is lacking, and I am sorry to 
see it. Ske has applied for very little art space. 
Already New York, Philade!phia, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, St. Louis, and Cimeinnati have sent in ap- 
plications, but only one has been received from 
Chicago. The hall isa very large one, and nun- 
der charge of a committee who will see that the 
pictares sent are rightly hung and cared for.

Italian. We now present, from the London 
Times, an interesting sketch of his career in its 
connection with the momentous age of the Re- 
naissance, of which he was the brightest artistic 
luminary:

It would be difficult to select a more eventful 
period in the whole range of European history 
than that which is covered by Michael Angelo’s 
life. Born in 1475, he witneseed in his youth the 
splendor of Lorenzo the Magnificent, and was 
reared, amidst the enthusiasm of the Renais- 
sance and the new learning. The Rome he 
knew was that of Julius the Second, of the 
Borgias, and the Medicis, of the almost Pagan 
Popes, who were patrons of learning and art, 
warriors and men of pleasure,—everythiog, in

Yet Michael An- 
gelo lived long enough to see the Catholic reac- 
tion under the stern and fanatical Caraffa.

It is difficult in these - quiet times 
of settled Government and established pursuits 
in life to realize the fe of an L[talian artist of 
the sixteenth century. It is not enough to say 
that art was at that time to Italy what literature 
is now to modern E.rope; for, though we, are 
not unfamiliar with the homage paid to great 
writers, yet it falls far short of the lively and vo- 
hement recoguition of artistic merit which is 
characteristic of the Italians of the Renaissance.
